Additionally, the
rule grants a closed rule for H. Res. 11. The rule
provides one hour of debate equally divided and con-
trolled by the chair and ranking minority member
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs. The rule
waives all points of order against consideration of the
resolution. The rule provides that the resolution shall
be considered as read and shall not be subject to a
demand for division of the question. Testimony was
heard from Chairman Goodlatte, Chairman Royce of
California, and Representatives Johnson of Georgia,
Biggs, Young of Iowa, Engel, Connolly, and Price of
North Carolina.
